IS THE THING

This to be Only Means 


of Settling Thing s 


American Emissary Has Refused 


Absolutely to Treat With the 


Armed Rebel Forces 


Havana, 
Sept. 
22. - An 
impartial 
canvass among Cubans in high posi­ 
tions and representing the most im­ 
portant commercial end financial in­ 
terests here, showed that it is prac­ 
tically the unanimous opinion that in­ 
tervention alone can afford a guaran­ 
tee 
of 
restoring 
and 
maintaining 
peace. 
Secretary Taft's advices from 
the interior are that the people are 
controlled by neither the government 
nor the Liberals, but are simply dis­ 
satisfied with conditions in general. 
Messrs Taft and Bacon have prac­ 
tically abandoned hope of finding a 
middle ground and fear that a deci­ 
sion in favor of either side would re­ 
sult in no more than temporary tran 
quility for the Island. It Is their belief 
that American occupation is the only 
way to end the civil warfare, and it 
is not denied that intervention must 
be followed by American sovereignty. 
Secretary Taft has cabled to President 
Roosevelt regarding the gravity of 
the situation, and Mr. Roosevelt is ex­ 
pected to dictate the future program 
of his policy. 
Secretaries Taft and Bacon heard 
yesterday the first American testimo­ 
ny on the situation, given by the com­ 
mittee of ten Americans selected for 
this purpose at the meeting held here 
Sept. 18. 
They also heard General 
Freyre Andrade and Alfredo Zavas. 
The latter outlitad the claims of the 
Liberals. The arrival of the American 
squadron was the spectacular and im 
pressive feature of the day, and the 
presence of the warships suggests evi­ 
dences of intervention. 
The truce between the opposing 
forces continues. 
The government, 
however, is moving troops toward the 
city and the rebel force under Pino 
Guerra is coming rapidly toward Hav­ 
ana to connect with the rebels sur­ 
rounding the capital. 
It is understood that Secretary Taft 
has sent a gloomy message to Presi 
dent Roosevelt, saying that private 
reports received by him from the in 
terior are to the effect that a state 
bordering upon anarchy prevails over 
almost the entire Island, exception be­ 
ing made of*the sections on the coast. 
is known that Secretary Taft has 
decided absolutely not to treat with 
armed rebel forces 
This is taken to 
mean that American intervention and 
American occupation must inevitably 
follow. 
In a measure Mr. Taft’s decision 
may be due to the attitude of the 
Cuban 
government, 
which 
refuses 
such recognition of the rebels as would 
be implied through the Intermediary 
of the United States 
The interven- j 
tlon contemplated would mean the 
taking over of the affairs of the entire

sist that the law made the audito rs 
respo nsible fo r the insurance taxes, 
and the theo ry advanced is that they 
will have to have that co nstructio n 
placed o n the law if their clients are 
to escape judgment. 
Sherrick’s at 
to rneys insist that the wo rds o f the 
statute are to o plain to be misco n­

Don’t misundersfcind ¡¡me, it is not 
the dignity of labor that I am defend­ 
ing in these a rticles, It is the dignity 
of manhood ; neither would I lead ray 
readers to believe that a ll devils are 
rich ; when it comes to numbers, I be­ 
lieve there are more poor devils than 
rich ones. 
Since I began w riting tbesefa rtides 
for the Rushville Republican, some of 
the most abominable stories that ever 
fell from the lips of man have come 
to my ears. 
Stories of dishonest d ea l­ 
ings on the part of rich men, whom I 
personally know' to be as fa r in i»er- 
sonal character above the narrators of 
said stories as the heavens are high 
above the earth. 
No. friends, I know 
who have stood by me through fa ir 
weather and foul and they have not 
alw ays been poor men. The fa ct of the 
m atters, tha t yon need but allow the 
rich and the i>oor to exciiange places 
to have precisely the same conditions 
tha t prevail at the present tim e. 
My pnrpose is. then, to awaken in 
the heart« of some of oa r young men, 
both rich and poor, a desire to better 
the conditions of onr people. Yon do

FTow to make tlie efforts of the in ­ 
dividual result in the common good 
and still retain the impetus of the sel­ 
fish m otives, is the problem that b 
claim ing almost universal attention at 
the present time. 
If you compel a 
man to work for the community yon 
have lost the individual stim ulus : if 
you persuade him to w ork for the com ­ 
mon good, you must make him good; 
if a good man w orksffor a bad com ­ 
m unity the community w ill crucify 
him ; if a good man works for a good 
com m unity, 
they 
w ill have sue.h a 
com m unity of interests as w ill make 
communism seem tame indeed, altongh 
they should retain the belief in in d i­ 
vidual ownership. 
This is why I be 
lieve in the agencies that are at work 
in the world today to persuade men to 
forsake sjn and live true lives. 
This 
is why I have more fa ith in living 
epistles 
than 
in w ritten 
ones, or 
“ sm a rt” sermons. 
If tHe masses arc 
ever to be 
reached they 
must be 
reached in some other wav than by the 
surplice, the long coat ta il or a plug 
hat. 
Now, to return to thd discussion ol 
this paper. 
God never intended for 
the hands of any human being of the 
male variety to be alw ays white and 
delicate, and they may be dark, oven 
black, and still w rite 
poetry.—Dr. 
Holmes to the contrary, notw ithstand­ 
ing. 
Every morning soo* eighty m illions 
of U ncle Sa m ’s people rise up to seek 
daily broad and clothing, every eveu 
ing sees them clothed and fed ; if yon, 
an able bodied man of inalure years, 
have eaten w ithout contributing some 
sm all share to the work of providing 
food, clothing "and ¡¡shelter, then you 
are a parasite and tne sooner society 
is rid of you the better, I care not 
whether you are
